MANDATE FOR A CHANGE! 
THE WAR 
MocARTHUR RIDES IN TRIUMPH THROUGH NEW YORK 


The American people most obviously used the Mac­ 
Arthur episode as a means of doing something not other­ 
wise possible — as a means of punishing President Tru­ 
man and of serving notice that they expect a change in 
national'affairs and his conduct in office. 
Unless the President and his Party leaders intend to 
comply with this mandate, they ought to change the name 
of the Democratic Party, because the word ‘democracy” 
means “the people rule,” and in this present instance, the 
people have spoken with an unmistakable voice. 
What the people want in the way of a change is clear, 
even though the method of this protest and rebuke did not 
permit all the public s wishes to be spelled out in the final 
details. 
To begin with, they want more dignity and discretion 
in the office of President. I hey want the sort of integrity 
that doesn’t blow hot today and cold tomorrow. They 
want government by cold, considered judgment; not by 
impulse, hunch and fit of anger. They want the rats chased 
out of the Federal government, and they want men of ex­ 
perience and brains to advise the President, not cronies 
with axes to grind. 
In national affairs, they want moderation in financial 
matters—they want some thought given to the future just 
as well as to the present. They want inflation controlled, 
regardless of the cost; for they know that inflation will 
destroy the nation just as thoroughly, and perhaps even 
more certainly, than defeat in war. 
They want a defense policy which makes sense— one in 
which the program is laid down for the benefit, not of 
factions and favorites, but for the whole American people. 
They are willing to tighten their belts, if necessary; but if 
there is to be sacrifice, they^believe there should be equality 
in it. They want to know that every defense dollar buys a 
dollar s worth of defense— not a dime’s worth of defense 
and ninety cents in political gravy. They want to know 
that every American boy whose life is lost or who is per­ 
manently maimed in the conflicts now going on or lying 
ahead get the best possible break while in action, and that 
what he was fighting for was something worth while—not 
just to win a political argument. 
In foreign affairs, the American people have been 
kidded long enough. I hey have been promised miracles 
ever since the present chief executive came into office, 
and they have watched their chances for world peace and 
security steadily dwindling. Judged by results, the Tru­ 
man foreign policy has been a colossal, monumental 
failure. 
In view of that tragic fact, the American people can­ 
not understand why every man who comes forward with 
a suggestion for modifying that ill-fated foreign policy

If this country had some of the provisions of the gov­ 
ernments in ( for example) England and France, President 
Truman would have been out of office long ago, under the 
pressure of the vast public repudiation of his policies. If 
history had been different in our own land, and if the im­ 
peachment processes had not come to grief in the stresses 
of Civil W ar reconstruction, then we might have an or­ 
derly and practical means available for removing a Presi­ 
dent who gets out of step with Congress and the American 
people. 
But those conditions do not exist. The American 
people have, in most cases, only one opportunity every 
four years to say their piece about the Presidency in lan­ 
guage which can't be disregarded. In between, a president 
can lie and sometimes is a virtual dictator. 
The slender control which the public has over its 
chief e xe colive and the fact that no practical means exist 
for his removal no matter how unsatisfactory his service, 
form all the more reason why the people should put their 
final trust in the branch of the Federal government which 
they C A N control— the national Congress. 
I 
In the present case, the public found an extraordinary 
I means for expressing its mandate in language which the 
j President and his Party can't ignore— even if they decide 
to defy it. 
That such an extraordinary method was seized upon 
by the American people is evidence that the crisis into 
which our nation has drifted is itself extraordinary and un­ 
precedented.
